urges the necessity, of the muzzling Oi 
.restraining order being used in this cit} 
for u period of not less than 60 days 
Mr. Walker calls attention to. the fact 
that a . doff killed In Billcrica yester- 
day had bitten several other dogs. 
. Appreciating the Importance of the 
matter and; In order to act upon Hi 
suggestion of the chief of the cattle 
bureau, Mayor Meehan 
has 
called

.special-meeting of the board of alder- 
men for tomorrow night.

In the face of this serious phase of the 


trouble I cannot loo strongly urge upon 
you the neci'ssity of a muzzling or re- 
straining order being issued for Lowell, 
to cover a period of. not less, than 60

The approach of warmer weather, to- 


gether with the greater tendency to 
slay out of doors, on the part of dogs, 
brings them.in much closer contact with 
one another tlmn during the very cold 
weather, so that if something is'not 
done to Immediately check the spread 
of tile disease by such measures as I 
lave suggested, I am certain thai the 
disease will show a marked Increase in 
•our locality, and because of the fact 
hat human beings are placed in dan- 
ger at all times from rabid dogs on 
heii- travels, I trust you -will see the 
vlsdom of my advice and .take action 
accordingly.

22.—Although 


three cars of the night express train 
from New York to Portland. Me., rolled 
down a 30 foot embankment two and 
a half miles west of Clinton on the 
\Vorcester, Nashua & Portland division 
of the Boston & Maine railroad curly 
today, only two persons were hurt and 
their Injuries were not serious. J. J. 
Hennlgati of Worcester, a passenger, 
and Edward Mayo of Portland, bag- 
gagemasler, received several painful 
cuts and bruises and were treated at 
the Clinton hospital. 
. The roadbed was lorn up for nearly 
a third of a mile. AH examination af- 
ter the wreck failed to disclose .the 
cause, but it seemed evident that the 
rear truck of the tender left the rails 


and pounded over the sleepers until 
one of the cars ripped out a rail, when 
all of the train, except tho locomotive, 
left the Irons and tho express car, the 
dny coach, and a combination mall 
and smoking car rolled down' the em- 
bankment. 


Seventeen of the 20 passengers on 


the train were ' in the sleeping 
car, 


which left tho track but did not roll 
down the bank.- There.were also two 
other express cars which left tho rails 
but did not go Into the ditch.

>artment branches.

rence and attention to duty. While the 
ncreased expenditures may apparent- 
y seem to Indicate that tho number 
sslstcd by the dcparlment Is becom- 
ng greater each year which Is un- 
loubtcdly true, yet conditions during 
he past year have tended to make the 
ncrcaso larger 
than 
under ordinary 


Irciimslaiices and a normal state of 
uslness conditions. The immense cur- 
ailment, 
which has 
been so pro- 


ouiicod in the mamifacturlnR business 
cncrally. has caused great distress to 
lo laboring classes In our own city.

employes and as a result, they have 
been placed upon dependent resources 
and a-good number have become In- 
mates of this Institution. This class Is 
mostly of the aged and helpless. 


This Increase overtaxed 
the .avail- 


able accommodations and changes lie- 
came necessary. By the removal of sev- 
eral 
closets 
and 
utilizing the floo'r 
space which was formerly used as a 
hallway, two new and very pleasant 
dining rooms were 'made. The number 
of patients In the infirmary and the 
condition of many of them, .who were 
unable to walk up stairs, made it im- 
perative to enlarge 
the 
department 


used by the older men and the former 
reception room was converted Into a 
dormitory for this class. 


Three modern bathrooms have been 


installed in the women's department 
and,, while these rnalce a 
very -gre'a'l 


and much needed Improvement, there 
is Blill'necessity for more Improve- 
ments, as in one dormitory of 36 beds 
there is no bath or toilet. In.the men's 
inlirmari'j of 16 rooms, there were no 
lighting facilities; now. .those rooms 
are equipped with electric lights. In 
the administration, building a number 
of double beds, which were condemned 
by the state board of .charities, have 
been remodeled in our own workshop, 
and the change has fully covered-the 
recommendation of the state board 
of charitlo.i.

The equipment of the women's de- 


partment at the beginning of the year 
was found Inadequate: The beds were 
In a, very poor condition and It became 
necessary to have 40 new beds,-eight 
dozen -chairs, eight dozen pairs of hew 
pillows, besides blankets, sheets, etc. 


The-farm as In years past has'yleld- 


ed a large amount..of produce. 
The 


hay crop was exceptionally good, the 
English hay being 54 tons, the Green- 
feed product about 65 'tons, giving suf- 
ficient to keep the-live stock through- 
out the year.

Improvements made In the farm build- 
ings, the construction of a largo hot- 
bed (70 feet by 7 feet), constructed of

The greenhouse has-been re- 
piped for hot water heating and a new 
brick foundation built at very little 
cost.
